LIVING MEMORIALS 


HERE is a good deal of 

discussion current about 
the type of monument to be built 
to jcommemorate ithe men who 
died for tneir country. The Mass- 
achusetts authorities are trying 
to prevent the hasty erection of 
structures which may turn out, 
as so many of our past efforts 
have done, to be horrors to the 
artistic eye, and yet which can- 
not be removed ‘‘without danger 
of seeming ingratitude.’’ 

It is true that a monument 
which strikes the eve and arrests 
the attention and is built for 
no other purpose, dues sometimes 
bring a thrill to the heart. But 
is not a living memorial, in any 
case, better then a dead one? 

Why just a tower of stone 
steuding alone—whken the tower 
might as well be part of a beau- 
ti] library? Why a bronze sta- 
tue—when the bronze mrght bet- 

er be the beautiful gateway to 
a beautiful home for orphaned 
children? 

The idea of planting a tree for 
every soldier who died for his 
eovutry, making an avenue of 
noble living things which shade 
the wayfarer for all time to come. 
is peculiarly fitting. It seems 
to make visible that glorious. im- 
mortality for which the soldier 
laid down his mortal body. 

The idea of building beautiful 
schools. beautiful homes for the 
aged, for orphans, for the ill and 
injured, and naming them for the 
scluicr dead seems so much more 
appropriate than to rear lifeless 
heaps of masonry. 

These men gave their lives that 
the world might be a safe and 
happy place for the young, the 
innocent, for the rest of the com- 
monplace people from whom 
they came. Let us not think of 
them as dead, and rear for them 
dead monuments. Let us com- 
memorate them with monuments 
which breathe the breath of life 
and sound with the laughter of
